A coincidence thus 
indefinitely maintained is in it®if a 
proof. 

“On the other hand, it cannot be 
denied that the moon acts at an an- 
gle of 45 degrees, where, unopposed 
by gravity, it lifts not only the waters 
of the osean, but also the earth.

Business Interests Oppose Ordinance | 
—Present Rights Lapse in 
Two Years. | 

A 20-year franchise for the use of 
(Granite City streets by the Alton, | 
Granite City and East St. Louis Trac- 
|tlon Co., a branch of the East St. 
'Louis & Suburban Railway Co., op-| 
erating cars through Granite City to 
Alton and Edwardsville from East 
St. Louis, is provided in a proposed 
ordinance introduced last night in 
the Granite City Council. The pres- 
ent franchise expires two years’ 
hence. | 

The Granite City Commercial Club | 
and other business interests of Gran- | 
ite City oppose the proposed ordi- 
nance because it does not stipulate 
fhe number of cars to be operated 
through the city. Cars on this line 
at present are on an hour and two- 
hour. schedule. 

The ordinance provides for the 
| elimination of the street cars loop at 
B and Twenty-first streets, and ex- 
empts the street car company from 
expense of improvements which 
would be necessary as a result of the 
loop’s elimination. 

It also requires the company to 
lower its tracks on Madison irene | 
to the level of the street and to pay 
the city an annual tax of $25 on each 
car operated through the city.

2,000,000 Tons Necded. 


The %00,000,000,000 marks repre - 
sents Germany’s import require- 
ments for the ni 12 months of 
2,000,000 tons of grain, the mini- 
mum amoiwnt thought necessary to 
prevent starvation. Any attempt to 
buy this cereal in a foreign market

Nor is there success necessarily 
merely material. The world has 
been pretty lax in arranging the 
Synchronization of sin and remorse. 
Arnold Bennett's heroine goes into 
vice without mutch trepidation and 
moves through it to respectability, 
with no more than a few passing’ 
tumults. It seems to us that such a 
book promotes morality. If virtue is 
backed by nothing more than the 
belief that it is the best policy right 
conduct depends on an illusion 
which sooner or later will be tum- 
bled down in the mind of any keen 
observér. We shall have to look for 
some other reason. 

The story of the adventures of 
Lilian is interesting, but Mr. Bennett 
has stopped far short of making har 
glamourous. He insists rather fre- 
quently upon her beauty, but in this 
respect his book carried little 
Viction to us. She seemed rathe 
more dumb than usual to us, 
we feel certain that it must have 
Shown in her face. And then the 
author gives the distinct impression 
that she billowed. 

“She knew a good deal about her- 
self,” writes Bennett.

LIKE A STRING CHOIR 


Costumed Singers From Little 
Russia Instrumental in Vir- 
tuosity and Timbre. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 

O BRISKLY began the concert of 
Sine Ukrainian National Chorus 

last night before a large audi- 
ence at the Odeon, that it was 
scarcely possible to fix eye upon the 
singers before sound distracted sight, 
and the riddle—inescapable to all 
who listen to this singular body— 
was upon us of guessing just what Its 
music resembles. 

Yet there was a prismatic wealth 
of color to intrigue the vision. With 
two exceptions, all wore the national 
dress of Little Russia. Among the 
women it began with crimson boots, 
ascended through skitts and bodices 
of flambovant hues like vermilion, 
emerald and canary, and ended in 
headdresses of flagrant kerchiefs or 
chaplets of scarlet flowers. Booted 
likewise were the men, with flaring 
Cossack trousers and cloaks of a 
more sober plumage, but with bon- 
fires of color in jackets and scarves. 

Incongruously in this human spec- 
trum stood two figures in the somber 
black and white of Occidental cere- 
|mony. One was Prof. Alexander 
Koshetz, founder and sustainer, lead- 
er and teacher, of the choir. The 
other was the major domo of the 
pitch-pipe, who sounded his mellow 
cues from the midst of the singers. 

Instrumental, Not Vocal. 

Both in its peculiar timbre and in 
its astounding technical virtuosity, 
the Ukrainian Chorus has seemed to 
most hearers instrumental rather 
than vocal. It has been compared to 


/an organ, to an “orchestra. Assuredly, 
'when those fathom-deep

bassos droned some booming tone cf 
sub-human compass, the effect was 
that of an organ’'s pedal notes. We 
caught now and then the senswous

compelling. A favorite device of the 
leader is the sforzando—a sudden 
and powerful stress upon a single 
tone; and whenever this came, one 
almost beheld a battalion of bows 
storming in unison upon the strings. 

Never fn a choral body, but only 
among instrumentalists of perfect 
discipline, have I heard such end- 
lessly flexible command of pace and 
rhythm, such executancy in every de- 
gree of tonal force. Under the facile 
leadership of Prof. Koshetz—who 
uses no baton, but prefers the im- 
mediate impinging bodily influence 
of the finger and hand—the choir 
charged like Cossack cavalry into 
tempestuous thrusts of surging tune, 
or dwindled into pianissimi, 40 
strong, mere breaths of unfaltering 
sound, which an accomplished solo 
singer might envy. 

The Staccato Release. 

The swelling and diminishing of 
tone—these the choir achieves with 
amazing delicacy, not only with 
whole phrases, but within a single 
bar, upon a single syllable. Its flaw- 
less precision of attack ts a miracle; 
and with the release of tone it per- 
forms not only the usual—or rather, 
unusual — unanimous cessation of 


sound, but the arresting feat of a 
staccato release, in which all t9o- 
gether just touch an infinitesimal 
note, and drop it the instant it is 
touched. 

The choral program comprised 


canticles and folksongs of the 
Ukraine, many of them arranged by 
Prof. Koshetz. We are 
that even in their natural state the 
folksongs of Little Russia tend to 
the contrapuntal in style: and so 
mostly we heard two or more melo- 
dies deftly interwoven. 
Two Unnamed Soloists. 

Among the 15 songs given by the 
choir, two may be mentioned. In 
the opening number, an ancient 
hymn entitled “Our Lady of Pot- 
chaiv,” and relating the mifaculous 
succor afforded by the Virgin to a 
monastery. besieged by Turks, a 
youth wearing a green scarf against 
a crimson shirt and emerald breeches 
tucked into boots that glistened like 
gilt, unleaceh da mellifluous tenor 
voice of operatic caliber against a 
background of humming sound, eni- 
ing with an abysmal but rich and 
easy tone sustained by the basses. 
These bassos, by the way, once sang 
the phenomenal note of B-flat below 
fow C: this is the deepest tone in 
the bassoon’s range. One under- 
stood why, in Russian operas, the 
heroes are bassos and not tenors.

In the Winter months all kinds of weather can be 
looked for. It may be sleet and slush one day, when the 
possibility of contracting pneumonia is most prevalent 
because of wet feet. The next day this slush may freeze, 
the sidewalks and streets are slippery, which results in 
accidents—broken legs, arms, or more serious injury fre- 
quently happens. Or, perhaps, it is intensely cold and 
there is a raging blizzard. The housewife dreads to ven- 
ture out and will not risk her children going to the store 
for needed food supplies for the day. 


Then is when the service of the independent grocer 
can be appreciated most. He does not remain within 
the confines of his store and insist upon the housewife 
coming to him if the dinner table is to be provided for. 
She does not have to submit to the dangers of the ele- 
ments when she trades with the independent neighbor- 
hood grocer or go without the usual well prepared as- 
sortment for the table.

If this independent grocer was not in business at the 
beck and call of the people under these trying weather 
conditions someone in the household would be compelled 
to perform his services. If not, the family would be 
forced® to accept makeshift meals. until the weather 
was less disturbing and uncomfortable. There would be 
no other escape under the circumstances as there is but 
one source from which food could be obtained when such 
conditions prevail—and that is the independent grocer. 


He and his employees suffer hardships to render serv- 
ice when the housewife cannot get food in any other 
way. That being literally true it is only fair to the in- 
dependent grocer that he be favored w ith the same pat- 
ronage when the days are balmy, as one good turn de- 
serves another.
